Jury Trials / courtrooms (CDC: June 1, majority will be vaccinated)

Samroz gave an update on our county COVID averages and talked about the
possibility of opening and increasing participants in our courtrooms in the next
few months with continued modified safety measures. The county is currently at
a 40% vaccination rate threshold. At 50% data is showing that the case rates
may decrease. Brantmeier said that some courts in the area are going back to
business as usual with the use of masks and social distancing. This will be
discussed at the next meeting. No action taken.

More vaccinations. Do protocols need to be modified?

Samroz said that if people are vaccinated social distancing can be decreased to
3’ while wearing masks. Brantmeier explained that we will need to look at the
Supreme Court mandate that was issued in February. Hue discussed the county
operational order. Weber asked for confirmation and a possible amendment to
the language in the remote section of the county plan. An amendment to our
county operational plan will be sent out for review and discussed at the next
meeting. Hamre Incha questioned polling of jurors. This will also be discussed at
the next meeting. No action taken.
